A WATER company says attempts are under way to 
rectify a troublesome pipe, but Beer Parish Council 
is considering applying legal pressure. 

Sewage and surface water from Beer are collected in a 
holding tank and pumped to treatment works at Seaton. 

When that route is unavailable, the old outfall pipe to 
Beer Head is brought into action to prevent the holding 
tank becoming overwhelmed. 

A parish council spokesperson explained: “If these first 
two systems are unavailable or overwhelmed then a third 
option of an outflow pipe to Beer beach is switched into 
service. 

“It is this third option that is the cause of concern to the 
parish council as the pipe is not compliant with current 
regulations in that the point of discharge is above sea level.

“The pipe also occasionally becomes blocked due to 
ingress of shingle and build up of silt.” 

The issue was discussed during the October meeting of 
Beer Parish Council, and the following resolution was 
passed: “As a result of the on-going problem of South West 
Water failing to take action regarding the outflow on the 
beach, Beer Parish Council has determined that legal 
action should be taken to resolve the matter.” 

The council statement did not outline exactly which legal 
route the council would take, but councillor Martin Cox 
said the aim is “to investigate if legal pressure can rectify 
the situation”. 

A South West Water spokesperson said: “This pipe has 
not been regularly used by South West Water since 
improvements were made to Beer’s sewerage network as 
part of the region-wide Clean Sweep programme. 

“However, it still does act as an overflow pipe in the 
unlikely event of sewage being unable to be pumped to 



Seaton for treatment or through the main overflow pipe at 
Beer Head. 

“It does also carry stream water and road run-off from 
drains in the town for which South West Water is not 
responsible. 

“Work was carried out to extend the pipe beyond the 
shingle bank and not discharge directly onto the main 
beach area. 

“For 18 months, there have been no reports of sewage 
being discharged onto Beer beach. 

“However, we believe the shingle may have shifted and 
blocked the pipe, causing the manhole on the beach to 
discharge highway drainage and water from the stream. 

“Attempts to unblock the pipe using conventional 
methods have been unsuccessful and we are now seeking 
an alternative method to resolve the issue.”

SEATON Town Hall will be the 
venue for a public Devon County 
Council spending cuts meeting. 

Devon County Council leader John 
Hart is scheduled to appear on 
Tuesday, October 26th, with a 
6.30pm start. 

The meeting is to inform about the 
county council’s Tough Choices 
campaign and to seek local views on 
the best way forward. 

Mr Hart said: “Across Devon, we 
are working in partnership with other 
organisations to maximise the money 
that is available for a range of 
developments and ensure the best 
value for every pound spent. 

“This is a good model for the ways 
in which we will be seeking to co¬ 
operate with statutory and voluntary 
organisations across Devon in the 
future to make our money go further. 

“We expect a big reduction from the 
government in how much we can 
spend over the next few years. 

“This means taking a fresh look at 
everything we do and what things are 
most important. We want everyone to 
have the opportunity to join this 
debate as the views, ideas and 
opinions of our residents matter. 

“They pay for the services we 
provide and make use of our schools, 
care for the elderly, roads, libraries 
and the many other things we do.” 

The meeting will include a question 


and answer session and those 
attending will be invited to play a 
special Devon board game with a 
breakdown of every penny the county 
council spends on the various 
services for residents. 

They will be asked to reduce the 
total amount spent there by a specific 
percentage. 

Councillors and officials will be on 
hand to explain the implications of 
each suggested cut and what happens 
if some areas are safeguarded and 
bigger reductions made in other 
areas. 

Councillor Hart will spend most of 
the day in the area, starting with a 
visit to the Reece Strawbridge Centre 
in Colyton. 

The county council contributed 
about £200,000 towards the centre 
and councillor Hart will be given the 
grand tour and meet those involved 
with the venue. 

He will then travel to Seaton to 
meet town clerk David Mears and the 
Seaton mayor Robert Palacio before 
the public meeting. 

Councillor Hart concluded: “We are 
not attempting to abdicate the duties 
we were elected to fulfil. Ultimately 
we will take the tough decisions. 

“But we want to spell out to as 
many people as possible what the 
options are, hear their views on what 
services we should safeguard and 
where they think we might make 
savings and how we could improve 
the way we work locally.”

FIVE races at York proved 
extremely enriching for an 
Axminster man who took more 
than £13,000 off his local betting 
shop. 

The man wishes to remain 
anonymous but the owner of TS 
Racing in Axminster, Tony Flanagan, 
is happy to talk about his big loss. 

The punter, described as “a local 
elderly gentleman”, managed to pick 
the winner in each of five races at 
York on Saturday, October 9th. 

His £3.10 stake proved to be a very 
good investment as it grew into 
£13,551.89 in only a few hours. 

It is understood the man watched the 
races at home on television, but Mr 
Flanagan was in his betting shop as 
the drama unfolded. 

When asked if he was aware of what 
was going on, Mr Flanagan said: “I 
was aware with two races to go that 
there was a potential big loss. 

“I then watched the last race with 
big interest. I took it on the chin. It is 
a nice win for a nice man. 

“He’s not in the best of health at the 
moment and I wish him good luck and 
hope he enjoys his win.” 

TS Racing manager Simon Holway 
added: “I’m very pleased for the 
gentleman.” 

Mr Flanagan opened up shop in 
Axminster in 2008 and has paid out a 
big win each year. 

In addition to this month’s big 
payout, a punter scooped £14,280 in

Councillors 
to decide on 
Cedars plan 

DISTRICT councillors will 
today (October 19th) decide if 
they should wait for a court 
ruling or initiate enforcement 
action in Honiton. 

The issue is year-round 
occupation of chalets at The 
Cedars, Otter Valley Park, and has 
been going on for a number of 
years. 

The problem is that year-round 
occupation is in breach of planning 
rules as the chalets are for holiday 
accommodation only. 

Enforcement notices were issued 
to the chalet owners concerned by 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC), but it was decided to put 
enforcement action on hold 
because of a civil court case. 

A number of chalet owners are 
seeking compensation from the 
owners of Otter Valley Park. 

If their action is successful, the 
compensation pay-outs would help 
them to find alternative 
accommodation. 

But the case at Bristol Crown 
Court is far from finished. 

In a letter to EDDC, the solicitor 
representing the chalet owners 
wrote: “I can confirm that this 
matter did go to trial. 

“But unfortunately the large 
volume of evidence meant that the 
court was simply not able to 
conclude in the time listed. 

“It has therefore gone part heard 
and will go back to court in 
December for a further week. 

“We are effectively in limbo until 
that time as we will not have any 
decision from the court until at 
least December now.” 

As a result, members of EDDC’s 
Development Management 

Committee must decide if 
enforcement action should be 
initiated or if a further period of 
grace is acceptable. 

The two options put to committee 
members are: 

a) That authorisation be granted 
to begin prosecution proceedings 
against those residents of The 
Cedars who are deemed to be in 
breach of their respective notices; 

b) The previous resolution is 
repeated with a decision delayed 
and a further report is brought back 
to committee in 12 months’ time or 
immediately after the conclusion of 
the civil case, whichever is the 
sooner.

Mail truck hits pick-up then 
smashes into hotel reception

A LYME Regis man lost part of 
a leg and was fighting for his 
life in hospital over the 
weekend after being struck by 
a Royal Mail truck. 

The man, named locally as Alex 
Quan-Yat-Koon, was walking past 
the Mariners Hotel on Silver Street 
on Friday morning when he was hit 
by the runaway truck. 

In all, two people have been left 
with serious injuries and one 
person was treated at the scene 
following the incident which took 
place just before 10am. 

Dozens of emergency service 
personnel were called to the 
accident. 

According to police reports, Mr 
Quan-Yat-Koon was struck by the 
truck which then hit a Mitsubishi 


pick-up type vehicle and ended up 
crashing through the recepetion 
area of the hotel. 

Air ambulance crews from Devon 
and Dorset were also in attendance 
as the pedestrian and Royal Mail 
driver were mshed to hospitals in 
Exeter and Dorchester. 

The truck driver suffered serious 
back injuries. Coastguard rescue 
teams were also in attendance. 

Pulman’s View attended the scene 
and spoke to some of the officers 
investigating. 

Tony Burden, scene manager for 
Dorset Police, said: “We got the 
call at 9.53am. The Royal Mail 
truck lost control and hit a 
pedestrian on the road and collided 
with another vehicle and the 
Mariners Hotel. 

“The pedestrian and driver (of the 
Royal Mail truck) are seriously 
injured. Two members of staff from 


the hotel were also injured in the 
incident.” 

Emily Cheeseman, of Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service, said: “A Royal 
Mail truck hit the front of the 
Mariners Hotel. Two people were 
rescued from inside the hotel. One 
of the people is seriously injured 
and was taken to the Royal Devon 
and Exeter Hospital via air 
ambulance. 

“We removed the driver from the 
Royal Mail tmck and he was taken 
to Dorset County Hospital, 
Dorchester, via air ambulance, with 
serious injuries. The Mariners 
Hotel is structurally unsound and 
West Dorset District Council have 
been on scene.” 

A spokesman for Dorset police 
added: “Police received a call from 
a man on a mobile reporting a 
serious injury collision in Silver 
Street, Lyme Regis.

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Reason to 
be cheery 
as village 
hall opens

RESIDENTS of Umborne had 
reason to celebrate when the new 
community hall was opened last 
Saturday. 

Two residents — Lillian Bird and 
Dorothy Blackmore — with strong 
connections to the Umborne Valley 
community declared the hall open on 
October 16th. 

Mrs Blackmore for example, has 
connections to members of the 
Women’s Institute who put the hall in 
place in 1948. 

Rob Summers, chairman of the 
trustees, said the new hall represents 
the true force of a community that put 
its mind to achieving something good 
for its future. 

It has taken more than a decade for 
the new hall to come to fruition, and 
the journey has been described as “a 
tale of big ambition, perseverance and 
stoic patience” by those involved. 

Mr Summers said: “Several 


significant legacies have been 
generously gifted over this time, 
whilst many other people gave their 
time and money over the years. 

“Whether serving as a trustee, 
organising and running events, 
cooking hundreds of meals, baking 
thousands of cakes, planning quizzes, 
running raffles, marshalling at 
running races or washing and tidying 
up events; everyone has done their bit 
for the new hall. 

“It truly has been built on 
community effort.” 

It began more than 14 years ago, 
when the then chairman, Vincent 
Bowles, mooted the idea of replacing 
the old hall, a rather damp and 
unstable Second World War Quonset 
hut, with something a bit more 
suitable. 

Several small grants were secured 
and a wide variety of fundraisers were 
staged. 

In September 2009, the bank 
account boasted £41,000 and a major 
boost came the same month when an

application to the Community 
Council of Devon resulted in a 
£27,000 grant. 

This grant made the prospect of 
building work suddenly within reach 
and more grants — including 
£12,000 from East Devon AONB 
Sustainable Development Fund — 
followed 

At the beginning of 2010, the 
trustees were tantalisingly close to 
having enough money for work to 
start. However, being a little short, 
they called upon the community for a 
final push. 

The Umborne Bond scheme — 
repayable loans from the community 
that will benefit from an annual prize 


fund — was launched and has raised 
more than £13,000. 

February 26th this year saw the last 
event in the old hall, and days later the 
diggers moved in. 

The trustees were delighted when a 
team of enthusiasts from South West 
Airfields Heritage Trust, based in 
Dunkeswell, offered to dismantle the 
old hall. 

It is hoped they will be able to use it 
at the aerodrome, where it came from 
in 1948, as a museum for east 
Devon’s wartime heritage. 

Work parties of local residents were 
organised to help on site and Lillian 
Bird kindly donated a piece of land to 
build a bigger car park. 


Mr Summers said: “After all these 
years of sitting in a cold hut planning 
and dreaming of what might be, we 
eventually got there. 

“Thank you to everyone who has 
contributed in whatever way they 
could, over the years. 

“I personally have many good 
memories of times in the old hall, and 
am looking forward to making many, 
many more in our new hall — they 
certainly will be warmer and drier. ” 
Trustee Sue Gush added: “We are 


now ready to open our wonderful new 
hall, a beautiful wooden building 
nestling in the Umborne valley in the 
heart of east Devon’s outstanding 
countryside. 

“Well nearly — there’s always one 
or two bits left to do — but after so 
many years we would be at a loss if it 
was all finished. 

“It really is the centrepiece of our 
community that we — and all those 
that put so much effort into this over 
the years — were hoping for.”

Unexpected 
rare bird’s 
landing calls 
in twitchers

HUNDREDS of ‘twitchers’ 
have descended on an east 
Devon nature reserve to try and 
catch a glimpse of a rare bird. 

A Solitary Sandpiper has been 
spotted at Black Hole Marsh, south 
of Colyford Common. 

The sighting has caused a stir 
amongst bird watchers with some 
travelling hundreds of miles to catch 
sight of the special visitor. 

At this time of year the Solitary 
Sandpiper should be half way on its 
annual migration between Canada 
and Central America. However, the 
bird has been blown off course and 
has ended up in Colyford. 

Many of the birdwatchers who 
made their way to east Devon heard 
about the Solitary Sandpaper via a 
pager system and over the internet. 

Geoff Tilbury travelled more than 
130 miles from his home in 
Worthing, West Sussex, to Black 
Hole Marsh. 

He said: “I came down purely to 
see the Solitary Sandpiper. I like to 
see rare birds and this is the 386th 
rare bird that I have seen. I spend a 
lot of time bird watching and travel 
all over the south coast. 

“This is the first time I have seen 
the Sandpiper and it is brilliant.” 

Roger Bedley, of Gloucestershire, 
said: “Over the weekend there was a 
mega-alert over the pager system. 
That meant that there were eight 
rare birds at various sites across the 
UK. I have travelled the world 


looking at birds and this is the first 
time I have seen the Solitary 
Sandpiper in the UK.” 

Graham Coombes, of Bridgwater, 
Somerset, added: “I haven’t seen 
this bird before so it is a first for me, 
it is fantastic. It is another bird to 
tick off the list. I go all around the 
UK birding and it is nice to have 
something like this (Black Hole 
Marsh) virtually on our doorstep.” 

A spokesman for East Devon 
District Council (EDDC), which 
runs Black Hole Marsh, said: “It is 
good fortune for both the bird and 
birdwatchers that the Sandpiper 
arrived on the Axe Wetlands 
because, not only has the lagoon got 
a vast amount of food for this 
hungry traveller, but it also boasts a 
brand new hide which is perfect for 
watching him from. 

“Although we don’t know how 
long the Sandpiper is going to stay 
around, hopefully it will feed up and 
be in good condition for its epic 


journey home. Anyone wanting to 
visit Black Hole Marsh should park 
at Colyford Memorial Hall and walk 
the short distance to Colyford 
Common Local Nature Reserve, 
from where a path leads to Black 
Hole Marsh.” 

The spokesman added that more 
than 300 birdwatchers had travelled 
to the area in an attempt to spot the 
Solitary Sandpiper. 

Graham Brown, EDDC portfolio 
holder for the environment, added: 
“EDDC’s local nature reserves are 
home to a great variety of birds and 
wildlife. To have such a rare and 
exciting visitor is just reward for all 
the time and effort put in by the 
council’s countryside team who 
maintain these wonderful habitats 
for both the birds and visitors to 
enjoy.” 

Experts believe this is the first 
recorded sighting of a Solitary 
Sandpiper in Devon and only the 
33rd sighting in Britain.

EDDC should 
listen to town 


EDITOR — Why do we have a 
town council? 

The clue should be in the word 
town. Our town, Axminster. 

They know best what we need and 
want. Are they listened to? No. 
EDDC has decided that it knows 
what is best for us. 

Yes, we do need affordable 
housing for our young people. But 
not at the expense of our last bit of 
green field. 

We have sites in the town that 
desperately need developing. What 


is more important is that we accept 
that the preferred option should be a 
housing scheme that will provide the 
houses and give us the relief road as 
well. 

How many times a day do any 
members of the EDDC planning 
committee drive through Axminster 
town centre? Or, the side streets? 
Those of us who know the short cuts 
use them. In the process we clog up 
the side roads too.

ALL pregnant women will be offered the seasonal 
flu vaccination this year to protect them from swine 
flu, according to NHS Devon. 

The annual, seasonal flu campaign has been launched in 
Devon, urging people at risk of seasonal flu to get their 
free vaccination at their GP practice. 

Everyone aged 65 and over is routinely offered the 
vaccination, as those with long-term conditions such as 
heart disease, diabetes, asthma, multiple sclerosis and 
serious kidney or liver disease. 

But this is the first year that all pregnant women are 
included in this group. 

An NHS spokesperson said: “It will protect them against 
the H1N1 vims (swine flu) that will still be circulating this 
winter. 

“Pregnant women who catch this strain are at an 
increased risk of severe disease and flu-related hospital 
admissions. 

Jackie Morse, NHS Devon’s head of health protection, 
added: “The seasonal flu vaccination has saved the lives of 
many elderly and vulnerable people over the years. 

“So if you are in one of the at-risk groups I would 
strongly advise you contact your GP for a free vaccination 
as soon as possible.”

Still in throes 
of late summer 


MY recent note concerning a mass movement of 
house martins, which I witnessed early one 
morning a fortnight or more ago, has prompted a 
reader, David Manley, to drop me a line. 

Like me, he also watched a steady flow of house 
martins in separate groups of around a score or so but 
this was, in fact, three years ago and the birds then left 
on October 2nd, to fly north-east up the Otter Valley. 

The martins I watched were also heading north or 
north-east and I can only assume they were heading to a 
mass assembly point before departing for southern 
climes. 

The nights and early mornings have been cold, despite 
the golden sunshine of our Indian summer, and I suspect 
that all swallows and martins have now left us, save for 
a few stragglers which may not make it to their warm 
winter quarters. 

In fact, it is quite possible that I will meet up with 
some of our swallows, for I shall shortly be in the 
Northern Cape Province of South Africa, to spend a few 
days in the region known as the Green Kalahari. This is 
a land of flat camel thorn-clad vistas, doted with 
volcanic stone kopjes. The vaulting skies are vast, 
arching over horizons perhaps 50 miles away. The soil, 
or sand really, is red and when the first rains have fallen 
the dry, dusty landscape changes almost overnight to a 
vibrant green as leaves and grasses burst forth and bird 
life fills the bush. 

This is, too, a country which was fought over 
extensively during the Boer War and close by is the 
battlefield of Magersfontein. Here the Boers, on 
December 11th 1899, heavily defeated the British 
forces under Lt Gen Lord Methuen and who were on 
their way to relieve Kimberley, close by. 

Today the hill and the battlefield itself remain almost 
unchanged. The Highland Brigade advancing in the pre¬ 
dawn light to take the hill, failed to realise that the Boers 
had dug a trench immediately below it and, as the 
British advanced, the Boers opened fire with devastating 
effect. The Highland Brigade was pinned down and 
eventually, leaving the field littered with dead and 
dying, were forced to retreat. Today, there is a fine 
museum filled with artefacts picked up from the 
battlefield, as well as a brilliant audio-visual experience. 
There are also memorials to the Scottish dead and also 
to Scandinavians who fought alongside the Boers. 

Back then to our own country scene. And as I write the 
sky is cloudless, the trees and hedgerows are tipped with 
gold and red and it is still a late summer scene, though 
I know that when I return from Africa it will be to a very 
different scenario. Yesterday my wife and I drove down 
to Chideock and then took the long winding lane that 
leads down to Seatown and The Anchor Inn. 

Poised above the shingle beach and with glorious 
views of the swelling grassy cliffs and placid sea, the 
Inn was crowded with late holiday-makers enjoying the 
warm sun and the excellent hospitality and fare 
provided. After a splendid lunch of mussels and sea¬ 
food we walked over to the beach to watch a small knot 
of miniature helicopter fliers send their craft whizzing 
and whirling above the waves. 

Suddenly, a sickle-winged bird sped across the scene, 
heading for a grey cliff face. The immature peregrine, 
for such it was, darted out of sight and, I dare say, the 
hedge and field birds relaxed again. 

I have just been reminded by Patricia Farrell, via 
Kimmo Evans of the east Devon AONB Partnership, 
that every year around about now, mining bees (Colletes 
hederae) visit the cliffs at Beer to lay their eggs in the 
soft chalk. The bees arrive in large numbers to excavate 
holes and then, having deposited their eggs, disperse 
only to return in the spring to feed the newly hatched 
larvae with pollen. These bees are very docile and can 
be seen on the cliff next to the Fine Foundation Centre. 
Just thought you’d like to know.
